1830. 

It appears by a Return to Parliament, made in obedience to an Order 
of the Honourable House, Par. Pro., dated 1st July 1842, No. 394, 
that from the passing of the Act 59 Geo. 3, c. 109, to its repeal, 
the amount issued for the encouragement of the Coast Fisheries was

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RETURN RELATING TO FISHERIES (IRELAND). ' 



1842. — The 5th & 6th Viet. c. 106, passed on the 10th August 1842, and its several 
amendments, have constituted the laws under which the fisheries of Ireland have been since 
managed. Neither that Act nor any subsequent one conferred upon the Lord Lieutenant 
any powers to pay to the newly-formed Fishery Department (the Commissioners of Public 
Works) any amount for this or any other purpose. 

The second sectiou of that Act authorises the Commissioners, with the consent and 
approbation of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, to appoint inspectors, clerks 
ancl other officers, and to pay them, but does not sanction any other expenditure. 

Numberless applications have from time to time been made to the Commissioners both 
by letters and personal interviews for pecuniary aid for various purposes, and for cases of 
extreme distress among the fishermen : but the answer has been invariably and necessarily 
— no funds available. 

During a season of great distress in 1846, the Lords of the Treasury placed at the 
disposal of the Commissioners a sum of 5,000/. from what was termed, “the Irish Repro- 
ductive Loan Fund,” for the establishment of a certain number of curing stations for 
training the fishermen in superior modes of curing fish, and for making loans for fishing 
tackle. They were discontinued after the experiment had been tried some time.

In .1846, the Piers and Harbours Act, 9 Yict. c. 3, was passed. 
Under that Act and its Amendment, 10 & 11 Viet. c. 79, grants 
amounting to 90,000 /. were authorised to be issued in aid of building 
fishery piers and harbours. Of this sum there has been expended by 
the Board up to January 1864 -----
